WaSdINGTON, September 14—Sergeant Mason, 
who tried to kill Guiteau, is a good-looking man, 
about thirty-five years old, He was born in Vir- 
ginia and he xervedin the union army during the 
war, although his five brothers fought on the other 
side.

THE RATLROAD COMMISSION. 


The Seeate Passes a Bill Amending Its Powers. 
Thesenate disposed of another important bill yes 
terday, which was &bill to amend the state laws in 
reference to the powers of the railroad commission. 
The first section of the bill provides that the duty 
and powers of the commission shall be the same 
over and in relation to joint rates for freight pass 
ing over two or more roads, as they now are under 
said act over and in relation to rates for freight on 
each separate road. 

The second section provides that connecting rail- 
roads, whichare under the management and con- 
trol, by lease, ownership or otherwise, of one and 
the same compaty, corporation, individual or indi- 
viduals or association of individuals, shall be con- 
sidered and treated as tat one and the same road, 
and the rates of freig upon such roads shall be 
computed as upon patty of one and.the same road; 
but the said eommissiohers may and shall have due 
regard for the terms and cireumstanecs under. whieh 
such roads are operated in exercising their powers 
and performing their duties under this section. 

The third section Changes the nanner of adver- 
tising, the maximum expenditure for which is fixed 
at $1,500. 

The fourth seetion provides that the decision of a 
majority of the commission shall be as binding as 
that of the entire body. 

The bill was passed by a vote of thirty-three for 
and none against it.

In his opinion these 
taxes are no longer required, and fie proceeds 
to show that, twenty years ago, the entire 
revenue of the United States was forty-one 
and ahalf million dollars, while to-day we 
are collecting a surplus of over twelve mil- 
lions per month after expending at the rate of 
two hundred and sixty millions per annum, 
and have two hundred and sixty-five millions 
incoin and bullion inthe treasury vaults. 
Nearly seventy-five per centef the internal 
revenue colleetion of the last two fiscal years 
has been surplus in the treasury. At the 
present time the case is still stronger, for 
while the revenue from internal taxes for 
the fiscal year just closed was one hundred 
and thirty-five millions, the reduction of debt 
for the past two months has been at the rate 
of one hundred and forty-five millions. 

Quoting John Sherman’s estimate that the 
surplus for the fiscal year just begun will be 
$90,000,000, Mr. Barker argues that by in- 
creased customs revenue, by reduction in the 
interest charge, by Mr. James's reduction in 
the postoffice department, and the saving of 
expenses in the collection of internal reve- 
nue, full $89,000,008 not taken into account 
by Mr. Sherman will be made available. This 
total of $129,000,000 all but balances. what 
would be the loss of income to the govern- 
ment by the repeal of the internal taxes, 
which are estimated for the current year at 
$130,000,000. The customs revenue is alone 
sufficient to meet the current expenses of 
government and pay the interest on debt. 
Mr. Barker isof opinion that in addition to this 
congress may by economy in expenditures 
provide an annual surplus of from ten to 
twenty millions of dollars to apply to the 
extinguishment of the debt. 

Mr. Barker says that the internal taxes are 
intrinsically objectionable hecause they con-

Should those taxes be relinquished by the 
national government they might be taken up 
and made a source of revenue by the separate 
states.

TWO MEN’S WORK. 


What Two Men Have Done for the City of Atlanta. 
There is no question that the Hebrews are coming 
to the front very rapidly. The Rothschilds, the 


, Erlangers, Belmont, Schiff, Wolffe, the Seligmans, 


and othef famous names, show that in national and 
international finances they are entitled to the very 


front rank. 

Atlanta has many Hebrews who are entitled to 
the first consideration as business men. Among 
these there are two men tt whose work 
we make special allusion this morning. 

Mr. Elias Haiman, who came here a few years ago 
and established a small factory for agricultural im- 
plements, has developed his business until it has 
become an immense thing. He has added tothe 
works time and again, and is now building a factory 
that will cover almost an etitire (Wlécky “He pur 
chased on yesterday 100 feet frontihg Martetta street, 
which added to what he had already, will give him 
a building nearly 500 feet front and 150 feet deep. 
Part of this huge building will be four stories high, 
another part two stories and another part one story. 
When finished it will employ 350 men whose wages 
average from $1.50 to # per day. 

The other firm to which we allude is Elsas, May 
& Co., at the head of which is Mr. Jacob Elsas. This 
firm has established a paper bag factory in Atlanta 
that sells goods to the Pacific slope and that em- 
ploys considerably over 1530 people. The same firm 
is now building a cotton factory of their own that 
will give work to 250 more people. They are build- 
ing about forty houses in the neighborhood of their 
factory which looks like a prosperous little village. 
They asked the public to take no stock in either 
of these enterprises, but do the work themselvesand 
pay the bills. 

Now, let us see what these two firms, composed of 
Hebrews, are doing for Atlanta. In_ the first place, 
they are now building houses that will cost in the 
aggregate perhaps a quarter of a million dollars, 
This givesemployment to contractors and mechan- 
ics of all sorts. When these buildings are finished, 
they will employ one thousand people continually. 
It is safe to say that these thousand people will sup- 
port entirely orin part three thonsand people besides 
themselves, this being an average of three to each 
employe. This average is a small one, as the three 
hundred and fifty men employed by Mr Haiman 
alone will pre ybably draw $700 a day in wages. Elsas, 
May & Co. will probably pay out $00 a day in wages, 
or $1,200 between the two firms. One thousand dol- 
larsa day paid out in wages would support four 
thousand people. Ten men like these two would 
sive employment or support to a population as 
arge as the entire population of Atlanta at the last 
census, These men should be honored in the city 
that they helped to build up, and are esteemed 
highly by all who know them. A gentleman 
in Cincinnati said to the writer that 
if Elsas, May & Co, would consent to supervise its 
investment and management one million dollars 
could be raised inaday in Cincinnati for invest- 
ment in manufacturing enterprises in Atlanta.

Taking the usual rule of prorating distances 
try land and by water, and it is about as near

But 
why, let me ask, should the southern roads, 
by a dog-in-the-manger policy on the part of 
our railroad commission, be driven out of 
competition with the northern roads for bus- 
iness that they can legitimately compete for? 
Why, if northern reads carry western freights 


from western cities through New. York to 


southern cities, may we not be permitted to | 


earry New York goods destined tor the west 
by the southern route, through Georgia? It 
would certainly be a very short-sighted -policy 
that would turn them loose—and they are all 
loose—and bind us fast in fate by the decrees 
of the commission; and not permit us to carry 
it. It is true we would have, during this 
fight, to carry the freightsat a lower rate than 
we could carry freights all along the line pro- 
rated, and make any money, especially if you 
count the freights coming from the west to the 
east where our cars are all loaded. But as 

seven-tenths of our cars go back empty, we 
ean carry New York goods intended for Louis- 
ville at an exceedingly low rate, and still 
make money. For instance, a Western and 
Atlantic railroad car is going from At- 
lanta to Chattanooga empty. Now, if I 
ean get on a ear load of freight 
where I have no loading or unloading to do, 
43 it comes ina through car, only & between 
the two points, it is that much made clear. 
And the same would be true of each road 
forming alink inthe line. Now, if the rail- 
road commission means anything when it 
speaks of letting the roads make seven per 
eenton their investments, certainly that 35 
made on that car, that would otherwise have 
gone back empty, would be that much clear 
profit towards the 7 per cent and consequent- 
iy that much saved to the people of the state. 
lt the comunission gets control of the through 
freights and forbids that, then they must 
permit the amount that would be realized as 
«lear profit on that business when 
shipped = on Cars that would he 
otherwise empty, to be added to 
their local rates and paid by the people of 
Gieorgia. What reason or good sense woul 

there be in any such policy? What justice 
to either the railroads or the people of Geor- 
yia®.1 think rousnastalbanswerit would be 
neither a wise policy. or just to permit 
4ny such interference. And if the object of 
the commission is to interfere in such cases, 
then it ix too apparent for controversy that 
they are asking tora power that they do not 
understand how to use if they do it and that 
ought not to be delegated to them. 

These freights, if between New York and 
Louisville, will go over some line. What in- 
jury does it de any man, woman or child in 
Georgia for it to pass on a W. and A. Green- 
line car, loaded im Charleston across the soil 
of the state to Louisville, which car would 
otherwise go back empty? 

None that I can perceive. If it does not go 
in a car that would otherwise go empty 
over the line between Charleston and 
Louisville, it will go on acar that runs be- 
tween New York and Louisville over one of 
the trunk lines. Ifit goes in a car over our 
southern line that would otherwise go back 
empty and we make § for each company on 
it, itis that much profit to the people of 
Georgia. If the commission had the power 
and they should execute it, it will still go 
over the western trunk lines, and the people 
of Georgia have lost that mnch money. The 
proposition for exclusion seems to me to be 
too «absurd to require further argument. 
I thank Colonel Barnett, one of the com- 
missioners, for having developed to you his 
policy in the event you confer upon him the 
orbitrary and imperial power for which he 
asks. From what he has already 
staled, it is evident that, if he pos- 
ssessed the power he would exelude this busi- 
ness now transacted between Charleston and 
Louisville, and would drive it around to 
Louisville rather than let it pass over the 
territory of Georgia and pay tribute on cars 
that would otherwise go empty. It seems to 
me the very case made by Colonel Barnett as 
a reason tor conferring this power upon him, 
is conclusive against the wisdom of conferring 
it; andthe conclusion at which he has ar- 
rived in advance of the possession of the 
power, shows how dangerous it would be to 
entrust him with it. 

If the commission intend to permit us to 
make seven per cent, or any other fixed per 
cent, every dollar we would make on this 
freight is a dollar saved to the people of Geor- 
gia that they would otherwise havé to pay by 
an increase of local rate. And even if we 
could get the consent of the commission, in 
each case after laying the facts before them, 
to take the freight, while we would be pro- 
«curing consent, the opportunity would gener- 
ally have passed. 

We have sometimes but a moment to de- 
«ide whether we will take a load of freight or 
not. There is competition, say in New York, 
to carry a cargo to Louisville. They are 
having the different railroad agents to com- 
pete forit. Fifteen minutes would lose that 
«argo on which we might make $500 and save 
that amount to the people of Georgia. 
Is it “best to wait to consult the 
«company before we can bid? 
Is it best for the people of Georgia to enlarge 
the powers of the commission to that extent? 
4 had a letter day before yesterday from Geu- 
eral Alexander, the vice-president of the Lou- 
isville and Nashville, calling..my attention to 
the fact that on account of this cut of rates 
north, they are now pouring the productions 
of the west into Charleston and Savannah at 
a rate on which we are losing money. My 
general freight agent had refused to prorate 
on a lower rate than the one he had already 
fixed. General Alexander said we would 
dose the business. “It goes around 
: will not prorate.” I replied; ‘“ Pro-

ness in that way, and I will take my part 

. of the rate.” No time here to wait for an 
te pe to commissioners and a publication of 

a by them. Prompt action is necessary. 

‘Whenever you undertake to regulate these 
through freights passing over the territory of 
the state, you are meddling with what you 
ao not understand, and you will act unwisely. 
rer you get the watch taken apart you will 
Paind you have as many again wheels as you 
an put together again. 
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‘ Letitalone! It will regulate itself. There 
is no danger of the people's paying 
to high on - it, “ause it is 
always done in competition where it has to be 
carried at a very low rate. I donot know 
whether or not the commission would say we 
shall not carry lower than their rates if we 
desire to do so, We must meet the competi- 
tion according to the exigencies of the case, 
and the currents of trade, and whenever you 
put it out of our power to do this you doom 
the railroad system of Georgia to ruin and 
bankruptcy. 
MANY ROUTES IN COMPETITION. 

For bear you in mind that there is no one 
line that freight is bound to go now. Western 
freights starting from Chicago can come down 
the Illinois Central and on towards New 
Orleans till you strike the Memphis and 
Charleston, and then upon that; or they can 
come down to the Mobile and Ohio and take 
that direction; or they can come down upon 
the Louisville and Nashville to Montgomery, 
and thence by Eufaula into Georgia; or from 
Montgomery by West Point into this state; or 
by the Selma, Rome and Dalton, or by the 
Alabama and Great Southern, or. by the Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga, or by the Cincinnati 
Southern, as a great deal is doing now from the 
west; orit may go by the Richmond and 
Danville and come into Atlanta by the Air- 
Line; or by the trunk lines into Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, or New York and down the 
coast. Your jurisdiction is not sufficient to 
reach outside of the state and control roads 
there. Are you going to circumscribe our 
powers in the matter of through freights, and 
put in where we have to stop all the time and 
consult the commission of every move? If so, 
you are going to ruin us. De the people owe 
the roads that much ill will? Are the interests 
of the people that way? Has it reached the 
point where it is the interest of the people to 
destryy the roads? I think not.

The Land League Against the Land Bill---The Egyp- 
tian Question. 

Ooxers NTINOPLE, September 14.—The porte has 
finally decided to dispatch neither troops nor com- 
missioners to Egypt.

RUSSIA, 

LONDON, September 14.—The Daily News states 
that the Russian journals publish terrible details of 
diphtheria, now epidemic, and it is reported that in 
certain Communities and parishes all children un- 
der 15 years old have died. The origin of the at- 
tack dutes from 1872, when the disease first started In 
Bessarabia. Since then it has spread far and wide 
over the south of the empire, whence it lately be- 
gun tomake rapid progress towards the east and 
then the northwest. In Pultawa, a province of con- 
siderably less than 2,000,000 inhabitants, there have 
been 45,548 cases, of which 18,765 were fatal.

EGYPT. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

The Times in a leading article says the khedive is 
a prisoner in his palace. The joint control of Eng- 
land and France is for the moment at the mercy of 
unarmed mob, and the settlement that may 
be or is usually arrived at by the powers 
ix seriously threatened, It is plain 
that this state of things cannot be allowed to con- 
tinue. The suzerainty of the sultan supplies an 
obvious instrument for putting down the rebellion, 
asitsupplied the instrument for the deposition of 
Ismail, father of the presentkhedive. There can be 
little doubt that the dispatch of the Turkish fleet 
and adozen regiments would go very far to restore 
order. Tosummon Turkish aid is no doubt a pis- 
alter, butit is better than summoning Europeans 
whose landing would be the signal sila 5, Paseo: by 
the natives, and intolerable friction between the 
temporary allies. 

DAHOMEY. 

LONDON, September 14.—Advices from the west 
coast of Africa state that the king of Dahomey, with 
his army of amazons, had raided and destroyed the 
towns of Ignanis and Okekeno, northwest of Abe- 
kouta. They had populations of many thousands, 
and all who were unable to escape were brought to 
Abomey, the capital of Dahomey, forsacrifice at the 
greatannual ‘“‘custom.”’ 

FRANCE, 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

LONDON, September 1444—The Times ina leading 
article says: It is some evidence of the sense which 
France entertains of the gravity of the situation in 
Afriea, that semi-official compliments are beginning 
to be paid to Tripoli. For the present, at all events, 
no further extension of French influence will be 
attempted in that direction. 

ITALY. 
September 14.—Herr

TUNIS. 

LONDON, September 14.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Tunis says the Arabs have partially destroyed 
the aqueduct betw®en Tunis and Zeagahaun. The 
quantity of water now entering the town is very 
trifling and asit is decreasing every momentit is 
probable the supply will be entirely cut off and 
this will be most serious as there are no other means 
of procuring water. 

4 dispatch from Tunis tothe Times says: It ap- 
pears thatthe camp of Zeagahaur isina critical 
position, as all communication with Tunis has been 
cut off. The bey is greatly distressed at the de- 
mand of France to dismiss Premier Mustapha, as 
he isa special favorite with the bey.

IRELAND. 

Lonpon, September 14.—A preliminary confer- 
ence will be held by representatives of the labor 
league, who will participate in the land league con- 
vention for the purpose of deciding upon the action 
of the labor delegates atthe convention. It has 
already been decided by the leaders 
of the land league to establish a labor 
league executive to be affiliated with work in con-

The objects of this executiveare the extension of a 
franchise to laborers and the return of labor repre- 
sentatives to parliament. 

DvuBLIN, September 14.—The executive committee 
of the land league will submit resolutions to the 
national convention, declaring that the cause of po- 
litical and society ills impoverishing the country 
is the detestable system of a lien rule, and that the 
people can never be prosperous and contented until 
they enjoy the right of self-government, for 
which they will never cease to struggle.

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Adelaide Neilson’s Grave. 

A letter from a friend in London describes 
as follows the last resting place of the lament- 
ed actress, Adelaide Neilson: 

I went to-day (August 15, 1881), as it is the 
anniversary of Miss Neilson’s death,to Bromp- 
ton cemetery, purposely choosing the time. I 
came down from tp the Thames where I had 
been passing the Sunday, and found the 
weather in town much the same as on the day 
of her funeral nearly a year ago, only the rain 
held off. The sky was overcast, the atmos- 
phere humid; but it was neither warm nor 
cold. 

I reached Brompton at 6:30 this evening, 
and walked up the long *ivenue, where some 
people were sull lingering, although the gates 
were to close at7. The cemetery is looking 
very beautiful, the side walls covered with ivy, 
the cypress and willows drooping over the 
mass of gravestones. It is almost too crowd- 
ed. 

I stopped at Harry Beckett's grave—''To the 
dear memory of Harry Beckett, comedian.” 
The little grass-grown mound was searlet with 
geraniums. Then I walked a little way on 
toward the chapel, and came to the grave 
marked with the large cross of rough granite 
—‘‘In loving memory of Adelaide Neilson. 
Gifted and beautiful. Resting.’’ Some one 
had been there before me, for on the mound 
near the cross was a basket of crimson roses, 
tuch as those in the bunch which I[ placed 
‘here. 

In the center of the eross was hunga wreath 
of yellow immortelles, inscribed in black, 
“Never Forgotten.’ The mound is evidently 
carefully tended. It is grass-grown in the 
center, and inside the granite boundaries grow 
scarlet and white geraniums, all in flower, 
yellow and blue flowers and heliotrope. Some 
rosebushes are also being trained to grow 
ugainst the cross. While I stood there a poor 
woman and then a man stopped to read the 
inscription. The early evening was so melan- 
choly and peaceful—it seemed to ke impossi- 
ble to realize that this was the sum and end 
of so beautiful and brilliant a creature—that 
no one could have helped feeling very solemn.
